4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, 
or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


6. To choose Agents, Auditors, Committees in relation to 
any subject embraced in this warrant. 


7. To see what sum of money the district will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of 
school district officials and agents, and for the payment of 
statutory obligations of the district, and to authorize the ap- 
plication against said appropriation of such sums as are es- 
timated to be received from the state equalization fund to- 
gether with other income; the school board to certify to the 
selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue and the 
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appropriation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by the 
town.

_ The foregoing figures indicate that next year’s first grade 
will be small. Thus the enrollment in the first five grades will 
be approximately what it is this year. Consequently, the 
school board has decided that the present arrangement should 
be continued. 


The increase in the budget for 1954-1955 is due largely 
to one item, high school tuition. There are two reasons for 
this, more pupils in high school next year and an increase in 
the tuition rate. 


The Richmond School Board is making an earnest effort 
to improve the conditions at the North Richmond School. An 
attempt is being made to have the building heated by auto- 
matic gas heat. If this is successful, it will add greatly to the 
comfort of the pupils and the teacher. 


Since the indications are that Richmond school enroll- 
ment will steadily increase in the foreseeable future, the citi- 
zens of the town must give serious thought to future planning. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the 
teacher, pupils and parents, the School Board and the patrons 
of our school for their cooperation.
